Dear  President: - 

Professor  Guess  has  iisked  me  to  explain  to  you  his 
absence ,  The  Granby  hinin^  and  Smeltinj  Co.  '.vith  head  office 

in  T'^ew  Yoric,  completed  early  in  the  suamer  a  large  modern  copper 
smelting  works  at  An^^-ox  on  tlie  northern  coast  of  British  Columbia. 
The  management  failed  to  smelt  anything  like  the  tonnage  for  which 
they  had  designed  the  plant.  The  Gompa,ny  looked  about  for  advice 
8/nd  came  to  Guess.  He  went  out  to  Anyox  in  August  to  investigate 
the  rna  ter  and  stayed  to  liaajce  alterations  in  the  method  of  treat¬ 
ment.  I  received  a  letter  from  him  a  fev;  days  ago  in  which  he 
tells  me  that  he  is  smelting  more  in  one  furnace  than  they  did 
in  three.  He  is  anxious  to  remain  to  complete  the  work  and  this 
will  keep  him  away  till  near  the  end  of  this  month.  He  gives 
me  no  particulars  but  it  certainly  looks  as  if  he  ha,d  done  a  very 
remarkable  piece  of  work.  To  go  out  to  a  new  plant  and  to  a  new  or 
and  take  the  other  fellow’s  crew  and  treble  his  output  is  an 
achievement  not  often  :met  virith. 

He  wishes  to  recommend  to  you  for  the  appointment  of 
lecturer,  Mr.  Prank  E.  Lathe.  He  graduated  in  Arts,  P.A. ,  at 
McGill  in  1904:  E.Cc.  in  Metallurgy,  McGill,  1907.  He  hcts  held

pcsitio;i3  in  metallurgical  works-  from  that  tirae  until  the 


present.  I  attach  a  statement  of  his  record.  Guess  had 
great  difficulty  in  getting  a  suitable  man.  La.the  has 
arrived  and  has  commenced  his  work  already  although  he 
clearly  understands  that  his  appointment  has  not  yet  been  mads. 
I  like  his  looks  very  much. 


Practicallv  all  of  the  laboratorv  work  in 


metallurgy  comes  in  the  second  term.  Lathe  and  myself  are 
dividing  up  the  work  until  Guess  returns.
